Philadelphia and his own popularity 
in western Pennsylvania the chances 
are that Pennsylvania will be repre 
sented in the senate by Mr. Davis. 


But this has complications in an

So do-as Mr. Reed, who comes 
up for reelection 
four years hence 


Would the Republicans, in-Pennsyl- 
vania agree to two senators from the 
western end of the state?

GRUNDY TO STAY IN? 


For several days there have been 


rumors that Senator Grunuy might 
withdraw from the race, but this is 
not expected to materialize. It is be- 
lieved that the Mellon organization 
is bound to support Senator Grundy 
for the nomination but that it will 
not be able to wage as aggressive a 
fight in his behalf as it could for 
some other candidate. 


The spectacle 
of two members of 


the president's 
cabinet dividing in 


the Pennsylvania senatorial race is 
not relished by the national leaders, 
who feel that the 
attention of the 


country will be. centered on the con 
tost and that the administration is 
buond to be drawn into it. This is 
7>articularly true because of the tac- 
tics of the Democrats who are plan- 
ning to tie the Grundy 
tariff bill so 


tightly to the Hoover administration 
as to make of it a national issue. 


Mr. .Hoover 
has been trying to 


steer a middle course as between the 
conservative Republicans of the east 
and the insurgent Republicans of the 
west. The Democrats are trying to 
develop a Hoover-Grundy line of at- 
tack. 
Mr. Hoover is not at all in 


sympathy with the kind of tariff bill 
Mr. Grundy would write, and has 
been represented as favoring for the 
most part the views of the coalition 
led by Senator Borah. The western 
crs are inclined already to credit Mr. 
Hoover with a desire to bring har- 
mony to the party, but they probably 
will not be impressed 
with his pro- 


gress! vism ir he permits the admin- 
istration to get behind Senator Grun- 
dy. There are eastern Republicans 
on the other 
hand, 
who feel that 


nothing is to bo gained by the middle 
of the road course and that Mr. Hoo- 
ver might as well cast his lot with 
the Conservatives 
of tho east and 


thus avoid trouble 
for 1932 in con- 


nection with his own renomination. 


The Keystone state, therefore, is 


not staginc: this year a local contest 
hut one that will attract 
the atten- 


tion of political leaders of both par- 
1 ies because of the possible effect o£ 
the outcome of. the Pennsylvania pri- 
mary on the issues of the congres- 
sional campaign as a whole.

City Manager Economies Permit 


Lower Taxes On Property 


Sponsors of the movement for adoption of 


the manager form of government for Apple- 
ton have maintained from the start of the 
campaign that the issue is whether Appletou 
should adopt a form of city administration 
that holds forth the promise of reduced city 
expenditures and lower taxes. 
The material 


that has been printed has been in support of 
the argument that the city manager plan 
offers this opportunity for saving the tax- 
payer's money and that it has proved its 
value in some 400 other cities in the United 
States. 


Taxpayers are interested primarily in whe- 


ther the manager form of government might 
make it possible to secure the same or heller 
municipal service without paying as much 
money in taxes. The tax rate is not the true 
picture of city costs or tax costs. The prop- 
erty holder is not so much interested in his 
rate of taxation as he is in the actual dollars 
he pays. A tax rate of §25 a thousand would 
not be any cheaper than a tax rate of $35 a 
thousand if the actual number of dollars paid 
under the $25 rate was the same as paid un- 
der the §35 rate. 


Experience ot city manager cities lias prov- 


ed fonclusively that the actual amount of 
money paid in laxcs for Ihe same service is 
less than is paid in aldermuiiic: cities. This 
is made possible by economies that have been 
effected by the managerial system. 


A great deal has bren said in this campaign 


about the city of Janesville, how its costs 
compared with Appleton and how its service 
to the people compared with Appleton. The 


most interesting fact, however. Is that prop- 
erly of Ihe same value in Janosvillo pays less 
l:i\cs than is paid in Appleton, taking into 
consideration the differences jii assessments 
and in tax rate. Here is a concrete example: 


A house that is worth 510,000 on llu> open 


market in Appleton would be assessed at GO 
per cent of its value, or SG.OOQ and the tax 
that property would pay in Appleton. where 
the rate is S35 a thousand would be S210. If 
Ihe same identical property valued at $10,000 
on the open market were located in .lawsville 
the assessment would be $7,500 but the tax 
rate is only $~2 and then-fore the total tax 
paid on that properly would be only $ll>3. or 
u difference of S45. The chief reason for thi< 
difference is the };reat difference in municipal 
costs. The tax rate for city purposes in Ap- 
pleton is $10 a thousand and in .lanesvillo it 
is $3.85 per 
thousand. 
Thus the $10,000 


house would be ?fi() taxes for city purposes 
in Appleton and only S28.88 in Janesville. 
The difference in taxes for city purposes on 
a, §10,000 home in Janesville anil Appleton 
would be $39.12. 


Mason City, Iowa, Is another illustration 


of how a city manager can make lower taxes 
possible. Tho difference bctx\eeii thn cost of 
operating ihc city of Mason City, with about 
25,000 people, and the city of Appleton is 
about $359,000 and this huso difference would 
mean a difference of §10.89 in Appleton'a <nx 
rate. It would mcnn that the income which 
the city now receives from income tuxes, 
utility taxes permits and other sources out- 


side of personal property and real estate taxes 
would be about sufficient to run the city gov- 
ernment. The fact is that in quite a num- 
ber of cities the income from the sources men- 
tioned above is almost enough to keep the 
municipal wheels turning and very little bur- 
den is placed on real estate to pay cify ex- 
penses. 


A great deal of the expense of a municipal- 


ity is represented by its street department 
and that is where city manager cities show 
tho greatest saving over aldermanic cities 
like Appleton. 
Tho cost of cleaning, remov- 


ing snow oiling, flushing and repairing streets 
in Appleton 
last year was 
approximately 


SI30.000 for 73 miles, or about $1,780 a mile. 
In Jancsvillp the cost for this service was 
loss than S35,flOO for 90 miles, or an average 
of less than S300 a mile. That means that 
Appleton paid four times as much per mile 
for street cleaning, oiling and repairing thnn 
Janesville did. 


Compared with Mason City tho contrast Is 


oven greater. 
Tho total cost of repairing, 


cleaning, oiling and maintaining the 1-13 miles 
of street in that city last year was approx- 
imately $35,000 or less than S32D a mile as 
compared with Applet oil's $1,780 a mile. These 
cities arc about the same size and have 
about the same problems as Appleton. 


These figures illustrate just a. few of the 


savings that are accomplished by the city 
manager plan and show how tho taxpayers 
money is saved so that ho can have more 
money to buy other necessaries of life.

Previously it had been alleged that 
tlie major poisoned his second wife 
because of infatuation for Miss Grace 
Brandon, pretty 23-year-old stenogra- 
pher at Brooks Field, San Antonio, 
Texas, the new investigation resulted 
from a statement of James Childs of 
ISeedles, Calif., a brother of Mrs. 
Clara. E. Childs Shepard, the sur- 
geon's first wife. 
Mr. Childs said 


his sister died "under mysterious cir- 
cumstances while Shepard was enam- 
ored of another woman." 


Major Shepard was married to his 


first wife at Lewiston, N. T., in 1897. 
Four years after her death in 1913, 
hVmarried a second time.

daughter for tuberculosis. 
' At Lewistown, Mrs. Joseph Childs, 
the only surviving-" member of the 
Childs family in that village, and the 
widow of a brother of James Childs, 
said the woman's family never had 
Questioned whether the major's first 
wife had died of natural causes.

All small 'parts of Oldsmobiles ex- 


posed to the weather are now being 
rustprqofed. This new process, com- 
bined with the chromium plating of 
other exterior fittings, 
assures a 


finish capable of combating rust and 
corrosion. 


This rustproof method 
is 
being 


used by Oldsmobile for small parts 
of bumpers and 
lamp 
assemblies, 


bolts, nuts, washers and similar parts 
principally used in the assembly of 
fenders, dust aprons, running boards 
and such exterior metal work: 


The process deposits a chemical 


coating over the entire portion of the 
metal, sealing it against the. forma- 
tion of rust scale. Parts which have 
been rustproofed 
withstand 
the 


gruelling test of a salt spray for 
hours and will hold their rust resist- 
ing qualities for years under ordinary 
conditions. 


From two to four hours, according 


to the kind of metal being rustproof- 
ed, usually is required by the pro- 
cess. This includes a cleansing bath, 
then a rinse in hot water, followed 
by a pickling bath of hot sulphuric 
acid, which removes any scale, and 
then a final rinse. 


After these four cleansing1 baths, 


the parts are placed in the rustproof- 
ing solution and rotated in It from 
one to two or more hours. This so- 
lution is kept at the boiling point 
and bubbles continuously during the 
process. The bubbling does not sub- 
side until- the rustproof ing solution 
has entered and fully covered every 
portion of the metal in the bath. 
When the rustproofing Is completed, 
the parts are again rinsed, drained 
and the: placed In a dye tank where 
they obtain a permanent black color. 
The final operation is drying and 
oiling to give them aTiniforni finish 
and increase the preservative quali- 
ties of the process, 


The rustproofing solution Is test- 


ed for strength before each opera- 
tion. 
A random selection of parts 


rustproofed is made every second day 
and these are tested under a salt 
spray in the factory laboratory to 
insure the high quality of-the work. 


Various types of plating, including 


nickel and 
cadmium, 
have 
been 


tried to make these small parts rust- 
proof, but the new method now be- 
ing used is reported to give far more 
satisfactory results. Many of the ar- 
ticles rustproofed are assembled by 
wrenches or screw drivers and these 
tools have a tendency to break down 
ordinary plating. 


Chromium plating, which Is 
used 


for radiator shells, bumpers, head- 
lamp supports and other decorative 
exterior parts, was adopted by Olds- 
mobile nearly four years ago 
and 


since then has been generally used 
by the industry.

JOHN TYLER'S BIKTII 


On March, 29, 1790, John Tyler, tenth presi 


dent of the United States, was born at Green- 
way, Va., the son of Judge John Tyler, who was 


a judge of state and 
governor of Virginia and 
federal courts. 


Young Tyler was graduated from. William and 


Mary College at the age of 17 years and two 
years later was admitted to the bar. After serv 
ins several terms in the Virginia legislature and 
in Congress, Tyler was elected governor of Vir- 
ginia. At the close of his second term he wa: 
elected to tho United States. Senate. 


As a leading member of the Whig party Tyler 


ran for vice president in 1S3G but was defeated 
Four years later ho was elected vice president 
with General \V. II. Harrison, and, when Har- 
rison died after a month 111 oilicc. assumed tho 
presidency. Tyler as president, broke ofC com- 
pletely with the party that had elected him. As a 
result, all tho members of his cabinet, except 
Webster, who was engaged in diplomatic duties, 
resigned. A year later Webster "followed.

THE COURTS SANCTION 


PASTEURIZED MILK 


The courts in seven or eight states, 
New Tork, have passed on the ques- 
tion of the validity of health ordin- 
ances or requirements for the pas- 
teurization of milk sold within the 
city limits, and in nearly every in- 
stance the courts have upheld the 
right of the local health authorities 
to enforce such a rule. 


In Missouri, I am glad to note, a 


court decision (Knese 
v. 
Kinsey, 


1926, 
314 Mo. 80,282 S. W. 437) held 


that raw milk is as good if not bet- 
ter than pasteurized and that it is 
possible to produce it in a sanitary 
manner. I'll say it is — at least I be- 
lievo it is. At the same time, I know 
it, is necessary to pasteurize most 
of the milk that purports 
to 
be 


pure," in order to kill off the dis- 
ease germs that are quite likely 
to bo present in even the richest 
milk or that delivered in the nif- 
tiest containers. 


In Connecticut (Stale ex rel. Shel- 


toii v. Edwards. 1923) the court up- 
held or declared valid a city ordin- 
ance making it unlawful to sell milk 
unless it was from tuberculin-tested 
cattle or liad been pasteurized. 


In New York the supreme court 


(Lang's Creamery, Inc., v. City of 
Niagara Falls ot al., 1G7 N. E. 464) 
did not follow the Missouri decision 
but declared that "Whatever may 
be said ot other methods of insur- 
ing ^holcsomcncss in milk, pasteur- 
ization in these 
days 
concededly 


tends to render milk wholesome." 


In nearly every court decision re- 


lilting to the riue.stion the court ex- 
cepts certified milk, tho now and 
then the opinion is sweeping and 
"all milk sold" in the city 'is requir- 
ed to be pasteurized. 


I should v^ant any milk I might 


buy for IIKO in my o^vn home to be 
pasteurized unless it was certified. 
If I could afford or obtain certified 
milk, I should certainly resent the 
unreasonable or unjust icgulation or 
law that would subject even that 
wholesale, safe milk to 
pasteuriz- 


ation. 


Paftteurization means simply heat- 


ing tho milk to a temperature suffi- 
cient to kill tubercle, typhoid, or 
other disease germs that may be in 
tho milk. It is practically a par-boil- 
ing of tho milk. As a rule ths milk 
is heated to 140 or 145 degrees F., 
held at that temperature 20 minutes, 
then allo\\ cd to cool again. No mat- 
ter how unwholesome or contamin- 
ated tho milk may be, after pasteur- 
ization it becomes safe to drink. But 
let there be no misunderstanding 
abotit tho nature or purpose of pas- 
teurization: it kills the disease germs 
in the milk, if there are any in 
it. That is all it does, at least that 
is all of a beneficial character. We 
know that 
pasteurization impairs 


the vitamin value ot milk; and I sus- 
pect. but do not know and cannot 
provo, th'it it likewise lessens the 
nutritive \nlue of the milk, not in 
caloiics. but in biologic 


nutritive value of cooked'and un- 
cooked prunes.

Following soon up- 
on the heels of Elizabeth and Essex 
by Lytton Strachey, naturally there 
will bo much contrasting of it. But 
fortunately the two books are dis- 
similar enough to stand comparison,

other charm. Katharine Anthony is 
called one of the most "trenchant, 
amusing and well informed of bi- 
ographers" by her publisher critics 
and we can vouch for tho truth of 
this characterization. 


Unlike Strachey, 
Miss Anthony 


has made no effort to arouse sym- 
pathy for Elizabeth. At least, she 
has gone about her business with a 
different method. No biographer of 
the great queen faila to stir Its read- 
ers in behalf of the queer Eliza- 
beth. But few of them give gene- 
ological proof of the many virtues 
and vices which belong to the queen. 
Miss Anthony has traced the source 
of Elizabeth's sociability and love 
of show and pomp 
to her 
father 


Henry VII, her provincialism, com- 
mon humor, demanding personality 
to her mother, Ann Bolyn. Her pro- 
crastination, her vanity, her incon- 
sistency, her great 
loyalties, her 


great hatreds all have a place in 
the picture puzzle which is her char- 
acter and few biographers could fit 
that 
puzzle together with 
such 


nicety, however well-informed they 
were. 


The great complaint of all writers 


about the Elizabethan' era is that 
there is really so little authentic In- 
formation extant about the persons 
or personalities 
which ruled 
the 


times. There was no great painter 
of the court like Reubens to immor- 
talize the leading figures and fur- 
nish copy for the writers. Actual 
facts are elusive, although the age 
was 
so prolific of plays, poetry, 


science, and national history. 


We recommend Queen Elizabeth 


to your immediate attention, if you 
happen to miss it as we did. Some- 
where, somehow, Miss Anthony has 
collected real, research information 
of this period which is infinitely 
valuable. Wa quote her eumroary 
of the queen's place- in English his. 
tory, and leave you to judge lor 
yourself if the book is not worth 
reading, keeping and re-reading.

Press 
Chicago—(CPA)—The 
agricultural 


northwest which found Itself unable 
for several years to share In 
the 
property of the industrial sections of 
the country, now apparently finds 
the tables turned. 
The report today of the Ninth 


Federal Reserve District, represent- 
ing Minnesota, North and South Da- 
kota and Montana, paints a ratcor 
bright picture of conditions. 
It is 


considered typical of 
agricultural 


sections. 
This summary shows that Febru- 
ary building contracts were larger 
than a year ago, postal 
receipts 
about as large, electric consumption 
in Minnesota, North and South Da- 
kota was larger. Car loadings were 
as large as last year and flour ship- 
ments slightly larger, although flour 
production and linseed 
shipments 


showed some shrinkage.- 


The farmers of the area are not 


burdened with a surplus of wheat, 
having only 38,000,000 bushels re- 
maining from last year's crop with 
23,000,000 of that amount needed for 
seed. Stocks of rye and oats like- 
wise are 
small, 
following heavy 


marketings of grain during Febru- 
ary and early March. 


Unemployment is not a problem 
and there decidedly is a possibility 
that with 
improved 
production 


methods, farms may gradually be- 
come smaller, taking back some of 
the population they lost to the cities 
in such large numbers following the 
depression of recent years. 


The. eyes of the country's agricul- 


tural experts have been turned on 
the northwest district during recent 
weeks for an indication of the spring 
wheat plantings. 
The 
northwest 


farmers 
themselves 
had 
been 
' aroused by the request of the fed- 
eral farm board that they 
curtail 


the acreage of wheat, because a sim- 
ilar demand had 
not been made 


earlier to winter wheat 
farmers. 


Chairman L-egge of the farm board, 
however, reports that there are evi- 
dences that plantings will ^ be con- 
siderably under a year ago. The 1929 
acreage in turn was over a million 
under 1928. Farmers indicate an In- 
tention to plant more corn and oats 
than last year. 


The federal reserve reports indi- 


cate that the country's farm sec- 
tions for a change are showing nor- 
mal conditions while the industrial 
sections are having their reaction.

In my announcement to you as a candidate for Mayor I made the statement 


that more permanent improvements were completed during my term as Mayor in 
1924-25 than in any like period of time.

THIRD: A Sanitary Engineer was engaged to make a study and investigation 


of our sewer system. 
All the territory that might ever contribute storm water to 


tha area covered by Appleton was surveyed and examined. A sewer design was 
made that is contemplated to care for the needs of Appleton fifty years hence. 
This was really a masterpiece of forethought and without a doubt will save the city 
the expense thereof many times in the future, and eventually Appleton will have 
a dual sewer system that will comply with the state law. 


FOURTH: 
The adoption of our Union School System was brought about, 


which had been agitated and discussed by our citizens for many years, adding an- 
other step of progress to future Appleton. 


FIFTH: Over thre3 miles of pavemcruents were laid, including Cherry and 


Richmond streets, at a cost of $177,327.77, the city's share was $47,827.82. 
A direct saving to the taxpayers of $36,500 was realized by securing state and 
county aid from our county for paving Cherry and Richmond streets. 


SIXTH: New brick pavement was laid between the Fox P.ivcr Mills; Oneida 


street hill and the flats were widened, and Oncida street bridge was covered with 
a bitulithic pavement, prolonging the lifs of the bridge many years. 


SEVENTH: Over $60,000 was spent for new water main 
extensions, hy- 


drants, etc., at that time being paid entirely out of the General Fund. Approx- 
imately six miles of cement walks and s'x miles of sewers were laid at a cost of 
about $60,000. 


EIGHTH: After being turned down by many previous Councils, a walk was 


constructed on John street bridge at a co st of $7,OOO making the bridge safer and 
more usable for pedestrians, a wider roidway, that must have the wholesome ap- 
preciation of the public at large. 


NINTH: Two bridges were built on South Island street, giving the manufac- 


turing plants there, who employ hundreds of men, the fire protection to which 
they are entitled, and were paid for entirely out of the General Fund. This had 
also been brought up before many previous Councils. 


TENTH: A right-of-way for alley was obtained through Block 28, 
second 


ward, from Oneida to Morrison street. 
This was hanging fire for many years 


and no agreement ever seemed possible. 


ELEVENTH: Selection and erection of our present street name signs, and re- 


numbering of our streets was brought about. 


The above accomplishments, which show real progress, were brought about by 


the good-will, harmony and hearty co-operation existing in the Council during my 
administration. Upon retiring left a balance in the General Fund of §58,- 
861.36, with a tax rate of $29.00 per thousand dollar valuation. 


If elected Mayor I will again work for the best interests of the taxpayers in 


bringing back the city to a normal financial basis.

alysis of the oil industry and its se- 
curities must consider both the long- 
pull outlook and the immediate or 
near-term prospects. Kor some time 
I have felt that the long-pull possi- 
bilities of the oils are thoroughly 
sound. In the first place. It is a "re- 
peat" business with a steadily grow- 
ing demand; second, over future years 
the supply will gradually diminish, 
thus making the remaining proper- 
ties more valuable; and third, new 
uses are constantly being discovered 
for petroleum and its by-products 
which open up new markets. 


In the past few years, however, 


the short-term, outlook has been fre- 
quently clouded by intermittent per- 
iods of over-production, price cut- 
ting, and poor earnings. Practically 
no other industry can turn on more 
production as quickly as oil can. This 
will not always be true, as, in the 
course of time, our resources become 
diminished. 
At the present time, 


however, the condition exists. The 
oil industry is like a huge cistern. 
When the producers want more oil 
all they have to do is turn the spig- 
ot. Unfortunately, in recent years 
they have been turning it on at the 
wrong times. Also, instead of agree- 
ing when It should be turned on and 
off, 
too many producers, up to re- 


cently, have been taking a hand at 
the faucet individually—with disas- 
trous results. 


SEVERAL FACTOKS HELP 


Several recent developments indi- 


cate a turn for the better in the oil 
business, and greatly improve the 
near-term outlook. Most important 
is the voluntary reduction of about 
110,000 barrels per day in crude oil 
output during March compared with 
February. This was achieved by vol- 
untary agreement among the pro- 
ducers, especially by the statewide 
curtailment plan put into effect in 
California. Compared with the peak 
rate of production last August, the 
March rate shows a decline of about 
16 per cent. 


Every month from 
August 
to 


March has shown successive declines 
in production compared with the pre 
vious month. This clearly indicates 
the progress of cooperative curtail- 
ment and is a very healthy trend. 
Storage of oil admittedly is large, 
but with the declining production 
rate it should not take long to bring 
the supply in line with consumption. 


A second factor is the upholding 


of the legality of the Lyons Gas law 
in California. This law, which calls 
for conservation 
of 
natural .gas 


through restricted production, and 
which necessarily will bring restric- 
tion to crude oil production as well 
has been contested in the courts for 
some months. 
The final decision 


upholding it reinforces by legal edict 
the efforts ,of California producers to 
curtail through voluntary agreement. 
Now if restriction agreements break 
down, the state government can take 
a hand to force restriction. 
Since 


California has been one of the worst 
ol fenders in the over-production prob- 
lem, 
the prospect of definitely clear- 


ing up the situation in that area is 
distinctly helpful to the oil outlook 
us a whole. 


A third development, coming on 


top of tho other two, is the recom- 
mendation by the Federal Oil Conser- 
vation board that gasoline refiners 
cut down their operations about one- 
seventh. 
Owing to building up of 


huge gasoline supplies last summer 
stocks on hand are at record high 
levels. However, tho trend of out- 
put of gasoline has been distinctly 
downward since last October. 
The 


daily production of gasoline in Feb- 
ruary was about l.'lG-l.OOO barrels 
compared with 1,280,000 barrels for 
the peak month last fall. The Fed- 
oral Conservation board's recommen- 
dation for even further curtailment 
has been heartily accepted by the 
refiners, and should result in a very 
drastic cut. 
Later, gasoline prices 


are likely to reflect this trend by 
an advancing tendency. 


A fourth important factor look- 


ing toward betterment, is the volun- 
tary action of certain large compan- 
ies to cut down their oil and gasoline 
imports in about tho same propor- 
tion as refining operations in this 
country arc cut down. 


If this policy 
is followed' out it 


will remove thi threat of a foreign 
flood of Gasoline 
aud oil 
which 


might otherwise endanger the suc- 
cess of curtailment efforts in this

The further point Is made that, 


should money rates be

might prove to be an evil rather 
than a benefit to the community. It

of speculation on the stock exchange 
with a possible repetition

XIGHT CREDIT DEMAND 


Bankers also contend that there 


is really no occasion for a further 
cut in the discount rate here because 
of the evident lack of demand for 
federal reserve credit.
